The  1948  election  is  only  t* 
weeks  off,  the  outcome  as  to  wl 
will  dominate  the  United  Stat 
senate  is  still  very  much  in  doul 
The  public  opinion  polls  int 
cate  that  Thomas  E.  Dewey  W i 
be  the  next  “lodger”  in  the  N 
tion’s  top  house. 

However,  President  Tru- 
man’s attempts  to  persuade 
Thomas  E.  to  climb  down 
from  his  ivory  tower  and  re- 
ply to  his  charges  regarding 
the  G.O.P.  record  in  the 
eightieth  c o n g r e>s  s will 
change  statistics.  All  political 
observers  will  retain  an 
watchful  eye  on  the  trends 
and  shifts  of  public  opinion 
during  the  next  few  days,  be- 
cause during  that  time  im- 
portant changes  may  take 
place  in  America’s  political 
history. 

Although  thirty-one  states  w: 
choose  their  senators  in  the  N 
vember  balloting,  the  outcome  ft 
the  control  of  the  senate  will  1 
determined  in  approximately  1 
states. 

Seven  are  states  in  which 
the  contested  seat  is  pres- 
ently held  by  a Republican, 
namely,  Illinois,  West  Virgin- 
ia, Kentucky,  Oklahoma,  Wy- 
oming, Minnesota  and  Iowa. 

In  the  states  of  Colorado* 
Montana,  New  Mexico,  Rhode 
Island  and  Tennessee  the  in- 
cumbent is  a Democrat. 

- In  Illinois,  Senator  C.  W.  Brook 
Rep.,  who  is  seeking  re-election 
being  hit  from  all  corners  t 
Prof  Paul  Douglas,  Dem. 

West  Virginia’s  Senator 
is  being  challenged  by  Mat- 
thew W.  Neely,  Dem.  The  Sen- 
ator is  an  isolationist,  op- 
posed by  labor,  voted  for 
Taft-Hartley  law,  and  great- 
ly opposed  by  his  own  party’s 
number  one  man.

Choo-Choo  Justice  and  the  rest  of  the  Tar  heels  are  as  confident  as 
the  Republicans.  And  they  have  every  right  to  be.  They  are  the  stand- 
out team  of  a section  that  used  to  produce  the  nation’s  top  teams. 

Georgia  Tech,  will  probably  win  he  Southeastern  Conference 
championship,  but  very  few  national  honors.  Mississippi  State  and 
Ole  Miss  are  two  of  he  section’s  better  teams. 

Down  in  the  cowboy  country  of  the  Southwest,  SMU  still  looks 
like  the  top  team  in  spite  of  its  loss  to  Missouri.  Texas,  TCU,  and 
Baylor  all  have  a shot  at  the  title,  while  Clyde  Spott  Tech,  also  known 
as  Arkansas,  has  proved  a disappointment: 

Lynn  Waldorf’s’  California  team  has  been  picking  up  momentum 
as  the  season  has  progressed.  The  Golden  Bears  are  the  Pacific  Coast’s 
white  hope  for  the  Rose  Bowl  game.  After  the  fiascos  of  the  last  two 
Jan.  lsts,  nothing  but  a resounding  victory  by  California  or  whatever 
team  the  conference  may  choose  to  represent  them  will  satisfy  Coast 
fans.
